Stanchions located approximately 50 feet south of the 
car wash building. These stanchions are elevated to 
cab height and cannot be reached from ground level. 
The car washer has two modes of operation, “Open 
Door and Wash Mode” and “Open Doors and Run 
Through Mode”. Once in position, a crew member must 
select the desired mode by pushing the proper button 
on the car wash control stanchion (green light above 
the button will come on indicating the selection that was 
made). Do not make selection until the doors on car 
washer have completely closed. After the selection is 
made, observe the illuminated sign affixed to the car 
wash building to the right of the bi-fold doors. This sign 
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has two indications, “WAIT” and “PROCEED”. Do not 
operate through the car washer until the word 
“PROCEED” is illuminated. 


Inside the car wash building are two sets of speed lights 
(red, yellow, and green). A third speed light is located 
outside of the car wash building, at the north end, on the 
Roosevelt Boulevard bridge abutment. A green light 
indicates the train is being operated within the speed 
limits allowed by the car washer. A yellow light indicates 
the maximum speed of the washer is being exceeded. ff 
the yellow light becomes lighted the speed of the train 
must be reduced immediately. If the speed is not 
reduced the red light will come on and the train must be 
stopped until the green light comes back on. Once the 
green light becomes lighted, the train may proceed. 


Also inside the car wash building, approximately 40 feet 
up the side walls, are flashing red lights. These lights 
indicate the condition of the catenary system and are 
not associated with the car wash itself. When these 
lights are flashing, the catenary system is energized. 
Electric trains must not enter the car washer building 
unless flashing red lights are observed.

For an Engineer to maintain physical characteristics qualifications, 
the Engineer must perform service in the capacity of operating the 
train over the specified territory at least once in a 12 month period, 
except as provided for in 100C-B1. Engineers may be assigned by 
the Personnel Assignment Office to operate specified trains in 
conjunction with a “Qualification Run Assignment”, in which case 
verification will be provided to the Rail Training Section by the 
Personnel Assignment Office. 


For a Conductor to maintain physical characteristics qualifications, 
the Conductor must ride the head end of a train over the specified 
territory at least once in a 12 month period. Conductors may be 
assigned by the Personnel Assignment Office to ride specified 
trains in conjunction with a “Qualification Run Assignment”, in 
which case verification will be provided to the Rail Training Section 
by the Personnel Assignment Office. A signed “Head End 
Authorization” pass, indicating the territories ridden, may be 
presented to the Rail Training Section prior to the expiration of the 
specified period. 


For a Train Dispatcher to maintain physical characteristics 
qualifications, the Train Dispatcher must ride over the specified 
territory at least once in a 12 month period. A signed “Head End 
Authorization” pass, indicating the territories ridden, must be 
presented to the Rail Training Section prior to the expiration of the 
specified period. 

For Foremen and Track Car Drivers to maintain physical 
characteristics qualifications, they must present verification to the 
Rail Training Section prior to the expiration period.

100C-B1. STATE OF NEW JERSEY — QUALIFICATIONS 


An Engineer who has not made atrip in road service, as such within 
a period of six (6) months over the portion of railroad on which he is 
expected to operate within the State of New Jersey must not be 
used on such portion of the road until he has been re-examined 
and qualified by the proper officer. 


An engine service employee, not working as an Engineer, must not 
operate an engine in the State of New Jersey unless qualified on 
the physical characteristics of the portion of the road to be used in 
the same manner prescribed for an Engineer. 


If absent from alt railroad duty for 30 days or more, Engineers, 
Conductors, and Passenger Attendants reporting to operate a train 
in road service in or through the State of New Jersey must notify the 
Rail Training Section of such absence. An Instructor will examine 
the employee as per the requirements of 100C-A1. Result of this 
examination will be documented on the prescribed form and 
forwarded to the Personnel Assignment Office. 


100F-A1. REGIONAL RAIL DIVISION ACCIDENT/ 
INCIDENT REPORT FORM 


Accident/Incident Form (Form F-364} must be used to report all 
accidents/injuries. This form must be completed by each employee 
involved in the accident/incident and turned in as soon as possible 
to either the SEPTA Supervisor on the scene or at Suburban 
Station (Stationmaster’s office) to the Terminal Supervisor. 


This form contains spaces for information such as the date, 
location, environmental conditions, train numbers, crew names, 
vehicle(s) (if any), injuries, witness(@s), and provision for a diagram. 
Take care when completing this form and make sure to fill in as 
much information as possible and that all information is legible. The 
person completing the form must sign their name and account 
number on page 2 of the form. 


Forms are available at Roberts Ave. Yard (Yardmaster’s office), 
Powelton Ave. Yard (Yardmaster’s office), the Stationmaster’s 
Office at Suburban Station and the Railroad Division Headquarters

100F-A2. ACCIDENTS 


In the application of Rule F, any employee involved in or witnessing 
an accident involving SEPTA shail be cooperative and supportive 
in their dealings with police. Employees are required to give police 
their name, account number, train identification, the address of the 
Railroad Division Headquarters (Suite 600, 1515 Market St, Phila., 
PA 19102) or their home address, the telephone number of the 
Regional Rail Operations Center (580-5700), and the names of all 
persons involved in the accident. The police may interview

passengers who may have witnessed the accident. Employees 
shall not make any statement, verbal or written, about the accident 
to police or any one other than arepresentative of SEPTA’s Claims 
or Legal Departments, or to the authorized representative of the 
employee's own department. Passengers must be advised as to 
the cause and possible duration of delay. 


100G-A1. USE OF INTOXICANTS 


in the application of Rule G, certain intoxicants/controlled 
substances remain present in the body and effect bodily functions 
for extended periods of time. 


Because of the unpredictable residual effects of certain 
intoxicants and/or controlled substances, the presence of such 
substances in employees:

Inthe application of Rule L, under no circumstances are more than 
four persons, including the assigned crew, allowed to ride in the 
operating cab of a locomotive. 


The following are the only personnel authorized to be in the 
operating cab of a locomotive or the vestibule of passenger trains 
in SEPTA RD Territory: 


. Crew members in the performance of their duties, 

. Persons possessing a valid Head End Authorization. 

. Persons possessing a current letter signed by the Assistant 
General Manager, Railroad Division, the Chief Transportation 
Officer, or the Manager, Operating Rules. 

. Person with a “Qualifying/Remaining Qualified” form signed 
by the Manager, Operating Rules. 

. Person presenting credentials identifying that individual as an 
Official of the Federal Railroad Administration. 


100L-A2. SEPTA EMPLOYEE PASS 


Employees are required to have their Employee Pass in their 
possession while on duty or on SEPTA property. 
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100Q-A1. HOURS OF SERVICE REPORTING 
REQUIREMENTS 


In the application of Rule Q, SEPTA employees working a 
scheduled RUN are not required to report to the Train Dispatcher 
three hours before the expiration of their legal work period. If 
however, circumstances occur that interfere with such employees 
rest period or scheduled assignment to the extent that the 
assignment cannot be completed without volating the Hours of 
Service Law, the Train Dispatcher must be notified as soon as 
possible.

Bulletin Order will supersede the previous Bulletin Order and will 
contain all current information. A summary Division Notice will be 
issued On a once-a-month basis, effective at 12:01 A.M. the first 
day of the month.

1001-A2. PROCEDURE FOR REPORTING TO THE TRAIN 
DISPATCHER 


At locations where crews initially report for duty, take charge of a 
train en route, make a turnaround at an intermediate termimal, or 
secure equipment prior to going off duty, Conductor or Engineer 
must contact Towerperson in charge of that territory via either 
wayside phone or bell telephone, or, if both are unavailable, via 
train radio. The following must be communicated: 


1. Train number and tead engine number 

2. Name and time on duty of the Conductor and Engineer 
3. Arrival time at turnaround points and final terminals 

4. Amount of delay and reason for delay

1002-A1. STANDARD TIME 


Eastern Standard Time applies; correct time may be obtained from 
the Regional Rail Operations Center or the following public 
telephone sources:

Effective 2:00 A.M. on the first Sunday of April, Standard Time must 
be advanced one hour. This is Daylight Saving Time. 


Standard clocks must be advanced one hour at 2:00 A.M., and time 
changed to 3:00 A.M., Standard Time. Employees advancing 
standard clocks must, as soon as the change has been made, 
compare time with the Train Dispatcher. Offices where standard 
clocks are located, which are not open at 2:00 A.M., must advance 
clocks one hour at time the office is opened and compare time with 
the Train Dispatcher. 


Effective 2:00 A.M., on the last Sunday of October, Standard Time 
must be set back one hour. 


Standard clocks must be set back one hour at 2:00 A.M., and time 
changed to 1:00 A.M., Standard Time. Employees setting back 
standard clocks must, as soon as the change has been made, 
compare time with the Train Dispatcher. Offices where standard 
clocks are located, which are not open at 2:00 A.M., must set back 
clocks one hour at time office is opened and compare time with the 
Train Dispatcher. 





When time changes, employees who are required by Rule 2 to use 
a reliable watch and are on duty when time changes, must adjust 
their watch as soon as possible without incurring delay to train 


movements. Employees must compare their watch with a standard 
clock or secure time from the Train Dispatcher, as soon as fo ™ 
practical, after time changes. 


1010-A1. FUSEES AND TORPEDOES 


In the application of Rule 10, SEPTA RD train and engine service 
crew members must carry 5 fusees and 5 torpedoes with them 
while on duty. 


1016-A1. PLACEMENT OF BLUE PADDLE/LIGHTS ON 
CONTROL STANDS 


In the application of Rule 16, when Blue Signal paddle/light is 
required to be placed on control stand of equipment, it will be 
placed on control stand at the location listed here for each yard: 


Powelton Ave. Yard — Northend 
Roberts Ave. Yard — Southend 
Wayne Electric Car Shop — Southend 
Frazer Yard — Westend 

Paoli Yard — Eastend 


1072-A1. OBSERVATION OF TRAINS FOR DEFECTS — 
USE OF TEMPILSTIK: 


In the application of Rule 72, Engineers and Conductors must have 
a 200 degree Tempilstik while on duty. Engineers and Conductors 
of foreign railroads must have the Tempilstik issued by their 
railroad while on duty in SEPTA RD territory. 


Tempilstik must be used whenever it is necessary to determine if 
the wheels and/or axle bearings are overheated. The Tempilstik 
will indicate a temperature 200 degrees or greater if a liquid smear 
results after using the proper procedure as outlined below. 
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When axle bearings are determined to be hot, the Train Dispatcher 
must be notified immediately. Movement may be resumed only 
when authorized by the Train Dispatcher. 


When wheels are determined to be hot, the Train Dispatcher must 
be notified as soon as possible. Movement may continue not 
exceeding 60 MPH. 


Use of Tempilstik 


(WARNING: Use extreme caution when performing the 
following procedure because of the danger of extremely hot 
wheels.) 


1. On SEPTA Multiple Unit equipment, Bombardier Control Cab 
Locomotives, and Bombardier Coaches (which have inside 
journal bearings), the following applies: 


Stroke the rim of each wheel of the axle; stroke the axle end 
(center) of each wheel. If liquid smear results, temperature is 
200 degrees or greater. 


Ahot journal bearing will be indicated by the axle end melting 
the Tempilstik on one wheel only. (NOTE: on Silvertiner 1V 
equipment only, a hot journal is indicated by the axle center 
indicating 200 degrees or greater while the wheel rim remains 
below 200 degrees.) | 


If both wheels of an axle or all of the wheels of a car melt the 
Tempilstik, this indicates that the problem is hot wheels and 
not a hot journal bearing. 


If the problem is determined to be hot wheels, the Engineer 
and Conductor must determine the cause of the hot wheels 
prior to resuming movement. Some causes of hot wheels are 
dragging brakes, handbrake(s} remaining applied, joss of 


dynamic braking, or high speed operation. 


. On all other types of equipment (which have outside journal 
bearings), the following applies: 


Stroke the outside surface of the top of the journal box or the 
rotating cap on the end of the axie (usually attached by 3 
bolts). ff liquid smear results, temperature is 200 degrees or 
greater. This indicates a hot journal bearing. 


1094-A1. COMMUNICATION OF SIGNAL NAMES 


In the application of Rule 94, when in the performance of their 
duties, the following employees are relieved from complying with 
the requirements of Rule 94 when occupying the leading engine or 
car of a train: Tower Operators, Electric Traction Department 
employees, Facilities Department employees, Communications 
Department employees, Signal Department employees, and 
Maintenance Department employees. 


1104-A1. OPERATION OF ELECTRIC LOCKS 


Electrically locked hand-operated switches must not be operated 
until permission is obtained from Train Dispatcher or Tower 
Operator. Hand-operated switches and derails must be operated 
in accordance with Rule 104. 


ENTERING MAIN TRACK 

After receiving verbal permission to occupy the main track, operate 
electric lock according to model type. (NOTE: On all models, 
once “time-out” sequence has begun, DO NOT further 
manipulate latch or lever prior to expiration time, as this will 
cause the timer mechanism to restart the “time-out” 
sequence.) 
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USS-SL25 (Foot pedal type): When in locked position, 

window will display “LOCKED”. Depress foot latch and remove 

the padlock, thus activating start of timer. Banner indication in oN 
window will display “UNLOCKED” when circuit is clear (i.e. no 

trains occupying the track and no signals are displayed on 

either side of the siding), or when timer has run out. Foot pedal 

may then be depressed and hand-throw lever thrown to the 

reverse position. Either of the following will result: 


1. At locations where above action operates derail, switch 
must then be operated separately. 

2. Atlocations where above action opens switch, derail must 
then be removed after switch has been opened. 


To reset electric lock, reverse whichever procedure above was 
used, Depress the foot latch and insert the padlock. 


GRS-10, GRS-M10 (Foot pedal type): When mechanism is 
locked, lamp will not be lighted. Depress foot latch and remove 
the padlock, thus activating start of timer. Lamp will light to 
indicate mechanism is unlocked when circuit is clear (i.e. no 
trains occupying the track and no signals are displayed on 
either side of the siding), or when timer has run out. Foot pedal 
may then be depressed and hand-throw lever thrown to the 
reverse position. Either of the following will result: 


1. At locations where above action operates derail, switch 
must then be operated separately. 

2. Atlocations where above action opens switch, deraii must 
then be removed after switch has been opened. 


To reset electric lock, reverse whichever procedure above was 
used. Depress the foot tatch and insert the padlock. 


GRS-M9B (Pedestal type): Remove padlock and open door o™ 
of pedestal housing by pulling door handle down. When switch a 
is in locked position, window will display “LOCKED”. Raise the 

operating hand lever counter-clockwise one notch to the 
intermediate position, thus activating start of timer. Banner 

indication in window will display “UNLOCKED” when circuit is 

clear (i.e. no trains occupying the track and no signals are 

displayed on either side of the siding), or when timer has run out. 

Once indicating unlocked, rotate operating hand lever fully 
counter-clockwise to the left side position. Remove bolt-locked 

derail (where equipped), then operate hand-operated switch for 

train to occupy main track. 


To reset electric lock, restore hand-operated switch to normal 
position, restore bolt-locked derail (where equipped), rotate 
operating hand lever in pedestal housing clockwise all the way 
to the right side position until window displays “LOCKED”, 
close door of pedestal housing (door will not close if operating 
hand fever is incorrectly positioned), pull door handle up to latch 
door and insert the padlock. 


EXITING MAIN TRACK 

To exit main track, operate electric lock as outlined above for the 
specific model type. When exiting, no “time-out” sequence will 
occur, and electric lock mechanism will indicate unlocked upon 
activation. Report clear of main track only when electric lock has 
been fully restored as outlined above for specific model type. 


1104-A2. FOULING POINTS IN YARDS 


A tie which is marked in yellow indicates the fouling point of that 
particular track. Unless instructed otherwise by the Yard 
Supervisor, equipment left standing must be located clear of the 
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adjacent track and not extending beyond the fouling points as 
indicated by the yellow mark. 


The above instruction applies to all yard tracks in Roberts Avenue 
Yard, Powelton Avenue Yard, Paoli Yard, and Wayne Electric Car 
Yard; in Frazer Yard, the above instruction applies to No. 1, No. 2, 
No. 3, No. 4 and No. 5 tracks. 





1116-A1. OPERATION OF TRAINS FROM OTHER THAN THE 
LEADING END DUE TO EQUIPMENT FAILURE 


When a train is incapable of being operated by the Engineer from 
the lead end of the lead unit due to equipment failure, movement 
may not commence until permission is received from the Train 
Dispatcher. 


Once permission is received, a qualified Conductor must be 
positioned on the lead end. The qualified Conductor must be able — 
to communicate directly with the Engineer controlling the move- 
ment by voice communication or by communicating signal 
appliance, must be able to properly operate the engine horn, and 
must be able to apply the train brakes with the emergency brake 
valve. When it is ascertained by test that the Conductor has these 
capabilities, the movement may commence at not exceeding 30 
MPH, governed by fixed signal indication. 


If the Conductor does not have all of these capabilities, the 
movement may commence at Restricted Speed, governed by fixed 
signal indication, after an understanding is reached with the 
Engineer controlling the movement. If the train is carrying 
passengers, they must be removed from lead car. 


1116-A2. TEST REQUIREMENT AND PROCEDURE FOR 
( SHOVING TRAIN, SWITCHING, OR REVERSING 
MOVEMENT IN ABS, MBS, OR INTERLOCKINGS 


When shoving a train, making a switching movement, or making a 
reverse/back up movement where ABS, MBS, or Interlocking rules 
apply, if qualified employee other than the Engineer is controlling 
movement on the leading end, a test of voice communication or 
communication signal appliance, engine horn, and emergency 
brake vaive or back-up hose must be made. 


When qualified employee does not have the capabilities as 
ascertained by test, Restricted Speed will apply regardless of a 
more favorable signal indication or other speed prescribed by 
applicable rule. 


1121-A1. PROTECTION OF PASSENGERS AT STATIONS 
— INTERVENING TRACKS BETWEEN STANDING 
TRAIN AND PLATFORM 


At Lansdale, Elwyn, and Fox Chase passenger stations, the 
following applies: 


In the application of Rule 121, when a train is approaching a 
passenger station where a passenger train is found to be standing, 
the train must not pass between the standing equipment and the 
platform until a qualified crew member determines if the standing 
train is receiving/discharging passengers. 


If passengers are being received or discharged, the crew of that 
train must secure the traps in a closed position, provide protection 
for boarding or leaving passengers, and pass a proceed signal to 
the approaching train to permit movement through the platform. 
Movement must be made at Restricted Speed. 


lf passengers are not being received or discharged, before the train 
passes through the platform, a qualified crew member of the 
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passing train must determine if all side doors are closed. If all doors 
on standing equipment are closed, movement may proceed. If any 
door on standing equipment is open, a qualified crew member must 
provide protection on the platform before permitting movement 
through the platform. Movement must be made at Restricted 
S ; 


1131-A1. PROTECTION OF WORK LOCATIONS 


Employees assigned to protect work locations must utilize 
Trackman’s Portable Whistle Sign. The sign must be placed to the 
right of and adjacent to affected tracks and a sufficient distance in 
both directions in advance of the work location to provide adequate 
protection to the work location and railroad traffic. The Trackman’s 
Portable Whistle Sign appears as follows:

Engineers operating a train encountering a Trackman’s Portable 
Whistle Sign must sound the engine whistie/horn in accordance 
with Rule 19(b)(1). 


1133-A1. USE OF TRACK BARRICADES — TRACKS 
REMOVED FROM SERVICE FOR MAINTENANCE 


Whenever track maintenance work limits or catenary work limits 
cannot be protected by block stations, tempoorary block stations, 
interlocking signals, or controlled point signals, the affected track 
area must be protected by clearly visible approved track 
barricades. 


Note: 
1. Track Maintenance and Electric Traction Personnel 


When track or catenary work has been prearranged and is 
published by Bulletin Order, track barricades must be placed 
at the work limits unless other location is specified in Bulletin 
Order. 


2. Track Maintenance Personnel 


When affected track area is a portion of track within inter- 
locking limits, track barricades will be used to identify fouling 
locations. 


The erection and removal of track barricades are the responsibility 
of the employee in charge, who must assure that the track 
barricades are properly in place before work begins, and are 
removed before track is returned to service. 


The following procedure applies when track barricades are used: 


1. Verbal permission must be received from the Train 
Dispatcher to erect barricades. 


2. Barricades erected at proper locations. 

3. Issuance of Movement Permit Form D by Train Dispatcher. 
4. Removal of barricades after completion of work. 

5. Report clear and cancellation of Movement Permit Form D. 
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1138-A1. PUBLIC CROSSING AT GRADE 


Column Table for Public Crossings at Grade 
(refer to Item 9 of individual lines) 
X — Indicates Method of Operation 
P — Indicates Manual Control, Pushbutton Type 
K — Indicates Manual Control, Knife Switch Type 


COLUMN 1 — Trains must stop before passing over highway 
crossing and a member of crew must protect the 
crossing in advance of each movement.

1138-A2. PROTECTION OF PUBLIC CROSSING AT GRADE 
DURING MANUAL INTERRUPTION 


Employee assuming manual control of highway crossing apparatus 
must remain at location to provide protection against approaching 
trains unless relieved by the Train Dispatcher. 


Before the train dispatcher relieves employee of duty, Train 
Dispatcher must ensure that proper protection has been estab- 
lished for any trains approaching crossing. 

1154-A1. PASSENGER TRAIN 

The definition of a Passenger Train is as follows: 

A train consisting of passenger equipment, with or without 
passengers, pulled or pushed by passenger type locomotive(s}. 
1155-A1. FOREIGN RAILROADS 

Ail freight train operation on SEPTA RD territory will be governed 
by instructions issued by their respective railroad. 

1155-A2. FREIGHT TRAIN 

The definition of a Freight Train is as follows: 

Any train other than a passenger train. 


1156-A1. EXCESSIVE HEAT — TRAIN OPERATION 


When temperature is in excess of 90 degrees fahrenheit, trains 
may receive notification from the Train Dispatcher via radio not to 
exceed 50 mph account track and catenary conditions. When 
crews are relieved, this information must be passed on to the 
relieving crew. 
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1156-A2. SEPTATRAINS DELAYED IN AMTRAK TERRITORY 


SEPTA trains that experience delays in excess of 5 minutes when 
operating in Amtrak territory will immediately notify SEPTA A 
TOWER via SEPTA SOUTH ROAD channel 16 of their status, the 
location where the delay has occurred, and any other pertinent 
information. After the delay has been reported, radio must 
immediately be returned to AMTRAK ROAD channel 54. Tower 
Operator must immediately relay information to Train Dispatcher.

When diverting through crossovers or turnouts the speed of 
the train is further restricted to not exceeding 5 MPH. 


Employees and passengers must not occupy or pass through 
vestibules while the train is in motion. 


Northward trains en route to Suburban Station must not leave 30th 
St. without instructions. Southward trains en route to Market East 
must not leave Wayne Jct. without instructions. Southward trains 
en route to Market East from the Norristown Line must not leave 
North Broad St without instructions. 


Trains must not depart outlying points when this condition occurs 
without contacting the Train Dispatcher for instructions. 
1157-A9. MAXIMUM SPEEDS — DISCREPANCIES 


When a difference exists between the maximum speed shown in 
the Timetable, a Bulletin Order, a Form D, or by the placement of 
Temporary Speed Signs, the lower speed will govern.

1157-A10. MAXIMUM SPEEDS — WATER OVER THE 
RAIL HEAD — AEM-7 LOCOMOTIVES 


Due to the possibility of traction motor damage, AEM-7 locomotives 
must not be operated through water deep enough to touch the 
bottom of any traction motor. Water deeper than 3 inches above the . 
rail is likely to cause traction motor damage. Movement through 
water must be authorized by the Train Dispatcher. When 
authorized, do not exceed 2 MPH when water is over the head of 
the rail. 


1157-A11. MAXIMUM SPEEDS — HIGHWAY GRADE 
CROSSINGS 


When a speed restriction appears in the Timetable that pertains to 
a highway grade crossing, the restriction applies to the head end 
only {unless Timetable states that speed applies to entire 
movement). Once the head end is over the crossing the speed of 
the train may be increased, unless otherwise restricted. 


When a speed restriction appears on a Bulletin Order or Permit 
Form D that pertains to a highway grade crossing, the restriction 
applies to the entire movement. Speed of train may not be 
increased until entire train is over the crossing. 


1157-A12. MAXIMUM SPEEDS — CAR WASHERS 


Trains must not exceed five (5) MPH while operating through a car 
washer. 


1158-A1. ENGINE RESTRICTIONS 


The models of engines listed under each numbered column on this 
page apply to corresponding columns on each individual line. 


X— in acolumn indicates prohibited; figures 5, 10, etc., inacolumn 
indicate the maximum speed in MPH at which an engine may 
operate. 


Numbers in paranthesis (1), (2), etc., refers to a Note shown at the 
end of the instructions. 


Models of engines other than those listed are notto be operated on 
SEPTA RD territory unless authorized by the Train Dispatcher.

1158-A2. CAR RESTRICTIONS — SIDE CLEARANCE 


Close clearance exists at various locations. While shifting at freight 
stations, industries, industrial sidings and station platforms, 
- employees must exercise extreme care to avoid personal injury. 
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1158-A3. CAR RESTRICTIONS — WEIGHT 


Cars exceeding 263,000 Ibs. are prohibited from operating in 
SEPTA RD Territory. 


1159-A1. OlL LEAKAGE — ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT 


Whenever practical, employees should perform visual inspection 
for oi leaking from transformers located on electric locomotives or 
MU's. If oil is observed leaking from a transformer with a yellow 
PCB warning label, the Train Dispatcher must immediately be 
notified of the circumstances. 


Employees must avoid contact and protect others from contact 
with such oi. 

Until the possibility of additional leakage is corrected, further 
movement of such equipment is prohibited, unless leakage will 
create an unsafe condition or contaminate a body of water or 
drainage system, in which case movements of such equipment 
should be restricted to the distance necessary to clear the unsafe 
area. 


1159-A2. USE OF CRANES AND DERRICKS IN ELECTRICAL 
TERRITORY 


Such equipment used in electrified territory must be conducted 
under the personal supervision of the Foreman who must take 
special care to safeguard workmen and himself from overhead 
wires. No part of the equipment or materials are permitted to come 
within 8 feet of transmission lines or 24 KV feeders, or within 3 feet 
of overhead catenary wires or signal power wires. 


When work cannot be performed as outlined above, the Foreman 
must request assistance from a qualified Electric Traction 
Department employee. 


Cranes must be equipped with insulated bar protector on top of the 
boom. 


1160-A1. ADDITIONAL AUTHORIZED ABBREVIATIONS

1173-A1. RELIEVING CREWS EN ROUTE 


When train and/or engine crews are relieved from an assignment 
en route, the outgoing crew must provide the incoming crew with all 
necessary information, such as unfulfilled Form D's, required air 
brake and cab signal information, messages, reason for delays, 
etc.; the incoming crew must have a proper understanding thereof 
before proceeding. 


Engineers will not remove control plug from MU equipment until 
face to face relief is with the incoming Engineer. This will ensure 
that communication is maintained with the train. 


Relieving crews must be positioned on the platform 5 minutes prior 
to scheduled departure time. 
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1174-A1. TEMPORARY BLOCK STATION OPEN SIGN 
The Temporary Block Station Open Sign appears as follows: 


Red banner by day 


Red light by night 


The indication of the sign is “Temporary Block Station is open.” 


When TBS is open, signs must be placed for both directions in a 
location and in a manner which will be visible to trains approaching 
the TBS. 


Trains arriving at an open TBS which does not display a sign will be 
governed by Rule 242. 


1241-A1. SIGNAL VIOLATIONS 


Any signal apparatus involved in a signal violation must be 
immediately secured with blocking devices following the incident. 


All switch and signal levers must remain in the same position and 
not be altered until investigation has been made by signal 
maintainer. Blocking devices must not be removed until authorized 
by the Train Dispatcher. 


Signal supervisor investigation will determine when it is safe to 
remove any or all blocking devices. 


1241-A2. STOP SIGNAL AT DUAL-CONTROLLED SWITCH 
LOCATIONS — LINING ROUTE 


When permission to pass a stop signal in accordance with Rule 
241 must be authorized to enter a route where dual-controlled 
switches are to be lined by hand, all switches involved in the route 
must first be lined before Tower Operator may authorize movement. 
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1242-A1. POSITION LIGHT SIGNAL CHART 


In the application of Rule 242, use chart for identifying signal lights 
for proper reporting of imperfectly displayed position light signals.

1310-A1. MOVEMENTS AGAINST THE CURRENT OF 
TRAFFIC 


Trains operated in Manual Block System territory where no switch 
open/ciosed signals are in service must approach non-interlocked, 
facing point switches prepared to stop and mustnot pass over such 
switches until itis determined that the switch is properly lined for the 
movement. 


1550-A1. EXCEPTIONS AUTHORIZED FOR TRAINS NOT 
EQUIPPED WITH CAB SIGNALS 


In the application of Rule 550, the following exceptions are 
authorized for trains not equipped with cab signals: 


1. Wire, work and wreck trains and ballast cleaners to and from 
work location. 

2. Engines moving to or from shops. 

3. Trains from connecting railroads (in an emergency). 


1551-A1. CAB SIGNAL SYSTEM DEPARTURE TESTS 


In the application of Rule 551, engines dispatched from points in 
non-cab signal territory to cab signal territory must make a 
departure test in accordance with the SAB-1, Section 13, and have 
the cab signal, train stop, and train control apparatus cut in before 
departure. 


If the equipment fails the cab signal system departure test, the 
Engineer must contact the Train Dispatcher. The Train Dispatcher 
may authorize the train to depart the initial terminal, but may not 
permit the train to enter cab signal territory unless: 


1. A subsequent cab signal system test in accordance with the 
SAB-1, Section 13, is performed satisfactorily or 

2. Equipment which has been satisfactorily tested is placed in 
the lead. 


1551-A2. CAB SIGNAL SYSTEM TESTS 


In the application of Rule 551, when the Conductor or Engineer 
perform the cab signal system test a verbal report of the test must 
be made by radio or telephone to the RROC Mechanical Desk, 
(215) 580-5717. 


Ifthe Engineer or Conductor performs the cab signal system test he 
must fill out the cab signal portion of the “Air Slip” and sign the form. 
The end ofthe locomotive tested (“A”, “B”, or “A & B”} must be indicated 
in the block with the locomotive number. The form must then be 
placed in the blue slip holder on the car being tested. Employees 
must get cab slips from the Yard Supervisor at Roberts Ave., 
Powelton Ave., or Paoli yard offices. When the verbal report is 
made, a copy of the test results must not be left at the test location. 
The cab signal system test slip must remain with the locomotive 
until the equipment is re-tested. 
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1555-A3. CAB SIGNAL SYSTEM DEPARTURE TEST — 
LEADING AND TRAILING UNITS 


In the application of Rule 551, a departure test of the cab signal 
apparatus must be made from the front end of the leading unit and 
the rear end of the trailing unit. 


Exceptions: 


1. Shop trains destined to a repair facility are not required to 
perform a departure test on the trailing unit. 

2. Atrain in which the trailing unit fails the cab signal departure 
test may be dispatched when so authorized by the 
Superintendent of Operations. 


1601-A1. USE OF SWITCHES AND SIGNALS BY RD 
SIGNAL EMPLOYEES 


RD signal employees are required to have permission from the 
Train Dispatcher, or Tower Operator when authorized by the Train 
Dispatcher, for the use of switches and signals. Operator must 
apply blocking devices to all affected switches and signals. 
Operation of such switches and signals is prohibited unless 
authorized by RD signal employee in charge. 


1601-A2. DUAL CONTROL SWITCHES 


Dual control switches must not be hand-operated until permission 
is obtained from Train Dispatcher or Tower Operator. 


Operation of Dual Control Switches. 


SELECTOR LEVER 


. Remove switch lock from both the “Selector” and “Hand 
Throw” levers. 

. Throw “Selector” lever to hand operation position. 

. “Hand Throw” lever must be operated until switch points are 
engaged before switch is placed in desired position. 
This procedure will insure the proper engagement of 
“Hand Throw” lever and desired position of switch to 
correspond. 

. Do not move “Selector” lever from hand operation 
position until entire movement has passed over switch. 

. Place “Hand Throw” and “Selector” lever in positions 
designated by Train Dispatcher or Tower Operator and 
secure with switch locks. 
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1601-A3. AIR PRESSURE — ELECTRO-PNEUMATIC 
INTERLOCKINGS 


When indication is received of low air pressure, action must be 
taken as follows: 


1. Air pressure falls below 45 lbs. — Operator must immediately 
contact Train Dispatcher to ascertain the route for which 
switches are to be lined, and blocking devices applied for that 
route. Maintainer and RD Trouble desk must be notified. 

. Air pressure falls below 20 Ibs. — all movement over switches 
is prohibited unless maintainer has secured all switches of 
the intended route. When route have been safely secured, 
movement may proceed on signal indication unless other- 
wise provided. 


1601-A4. FAILURE OF POWER-OPERATED SWITCHES 


Hf after several attempts the switch lever has failed to move to the 
desired position, Tower Operator must restore the lever as far as 
possible towards the original starting position, leave it in that 
position, and notify the RD Trouble Desk. On electrically-operated 
switches where the ammeter indicates excessively heavy current, 
the lever must be placed and feft in the center position until 
instructions are received from the signal maintainer. 


1606-A1. RUSTY RAIL PROCEDURES 


When rusty rail notice has been issued by the signal maintainer, 
affected interlocking control mechanisms must be secured with 
approved blocking devices. Such notice must be carried over in 
the Tower Operator's transfer record. 


Rusty rail blocking devices may be removed for an immediate 


movement over the territory specified in the rusty rail notice. 


When such devices are removed for an immediate movement, 
office indication must not be accepted as indicating the track 
sections are clear. Employees operating equipment on such tracks 
must be instructed by the Tower Operator to report clear of the 
track affected by the rusty rail notice. Upon completion of the 
movement, rusty rail blocking devices must be reapplied 
immediately.

1954-A1. INSPECTIONS BY MECHANICAL FORCES 


At locations where mechanical forces personnel have performed 
an initial terminal test of a train or equipment, Engineers will accept 
their inspection as to the condition of the air brake system. 


1955-A1. EQUIPMENT DEFECT REPORTS 


In application of Rule 955, Engineers in charge of MU equipment or 
diesel-electric locomotives must fill out a defect report only when a 
defect occurs, not at the end of each trip. This instruction does not 
relieve the Engineer from notifying the Train Dispatcher of the 
equipment defect. 
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FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 
OPERATION AND TYPE 


All RD cars and various other locations are equipped with fire 
extinguishers which should be available for service at all times. 


Employees should familiarize themselves with the location of fire 
extinguishers in the event of a fire emergency. Employees should 
also familiarize themselves with the specific type available at their 
work location and the operating instructions for that type. 


Following are the types available and the operation: 


(CAUTION: When using any of these chemical fire extinguis- 
hers, particularly in a confined area, care should be exercised 
to avoid being overcome by fumes and/or gases due to 
oxygen deficiency.) 


Carbin Dioxide Extinguisher 


To Operate: 1} Pull locking pin, 2) Squeeze lever, 3) Direct at base 
of fire; slowly sweep agent in a side-to-side motion. 

Effective Range: 7 feet 

Duration: 15 seconds 


Dry Chemical Extinguisher 


To Operate: 1) Pull locking pin, 2) Squeeze lever, 3) Direct at base 
of fire; rapidly sweep agent in side-to-side motion. 

Effective Range: 12 to 15 feet 

Duration: 30 seconds 


All Purpose (A-B-C) Dry Chemica! Extinguisher 


To Operate: 1) Pull locking pin, 2) Squeeze lever, 3) Direct at base 
of fire; sweep agent in a side-to-side motion. 

Effective Range: 12 feet 

Duration: 10 to 12 seconds 


Halon 1211 Extinguisher 


To Operate: 1) Pull locking pin, 2) Squeeze lever, 3) Direct at base 
of fire; sweep agent in side-to-side motion. 

Effective Range: 14 to 16 feet 

Duration: 9 to 11 seconds 


(NOTE: The discharge of Halon 1211 may create hazards to 
personnel such as dizziness, impaired coordination, reduced 
visibility, and exposure to toxic decomposition products. In the 
event that Halon 1211 is discharged, a prompt evacuation from the 
area should be made, and entry into such atmosphere should be 
prevented.) 


ADDITIONAL INSTRUCTIONS 


. If fire is beyond the capacity of one extinguisher, use two or 
more extinguishers simultaneously to attain greater coverage. 
The use of several extinguishers, one after the other, will not 
ordinarily be effective on large fires. 


. After use, empty or partially empty fire extinguishers must be 
promptly reported to immediate supervisor in charge so that 
arrangements may be made for the extinguishers to be picked 
up, recharged, and returned to their proper location. 
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
